ORDINANCE NO. 490

A ZONING RECLASSIFICATION ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE
CITY OF EL LAGO, TEXAS, AMENDING THE COMPREHENSIVE ZONING
ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF EL LAGO, BY GRANTING TIMOTHY LEPPARD OF
PALT, INC,, 18101 SANDY COVE, HOUSTON, TEXAS, 77058 A CHANGE IN ZONING
CLASSIFICATION ON APPROXIMATELY 6.7 ACRES OF UNDEVELOPED LAND
GENERALLY LOCATED AT 4445 NASA PARKWAY, EL LAGO, TEXAS, 77586, FROM
ZONING DISTRICT “B-4” (BUSINESS/COMMERCIAL) TO ZONING DISTRICT
“PUD” (PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT); CONTAINING FINDINGS AND OTHER
PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE SUBJECT; PROVIDING REQUIREMENTS AND
CONDITIONS FOR THIS ZONING RECLASSIFICATION ORDINANCE; PROVIDING
A PENALTY IN AN AMOUNT NOT TO EXCEED TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS FOR
VIOLATIONS HEREOF; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; AND PROVIDING AN
EFFECTIVE DATE.

WHEREAS, Timothy Leppard of PALT, Inc., 18101 Sandy Cove, Houston, Texas, 77058 (the
“Applicant”) has made an application for a zoning reclassification on approximately 6.7 acres of
undeveloped land generally located at 4445 NASA Parkway, El Lago, Texas, 77586, within the
city limits of the City (the “Property”); and

WHEREAS, the Property is classified as Zone B-4 (Business/Commercial) pursuant to the
comprehensive zoning ordinance of the City, and the Applicant has requested that the Property be
reclassified as Zone PUD (Planned Unit Development); and

WHEREAS, the Planning and Zoning Commission and the City Council of the City have, in the
time and manner and after the notice required by law, conducted a joint public hearing on the
zoning reclassification requested for the Property by the Applicant; and

WHEREAS, the City Council has received and accepted the final written recommendation of the
Planning and Zoning Commission, and finds no negative impact on health, safety, or welfare in
the area caused by the zoning reclassification; and

WHEREAS, the City Council deems it appropriate to approve such request; and NOW
THEREFORE,

IT IS ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF EL LAGO, TEXAS:

SECTION 1. THAT the facts and matters set forth in the preamble of this Ordinance are hereby
found to be true and correct.

SECTION 2. THAT the Property be reclassified from Zone B-4 (Business/Commercial) to Zone
PUD (Planned Unit Development).
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SECTION 3. THAT the Official Zoning District Map of the City shall be revised and amended
to show the zoning reclassification authorized hereby for the Property as provided in Section 2
hereof, with the appropriate references thereon to the number and effective date of this Ordinance.

SECTION 4. THAT the reclassification granted hereby shall be null and void after the expiration
of two (2) years from the date of adoption of this Ordinance unless the Property is being used in
accordance with the reclassification herein granted or unless an extension of time is approved by
City Council.

SECTION 5. THAT the reclassification authorized and permitted hereby shall be, and is, subject
to the limitations, restrictions, and conditions provided in the Planned Unit Development Standards
attached to this Ordinance as “Exhibit A” (the “Standards™), with such Standards running with the
land and being binding on all current and future owners and users of the Property.

SECTION 6. THAT any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined in an amount not to exceed
two thousand dollars ($2,000). Each day of violation shall constitute a separate offense.

SECTION 7. THAT in the event any clause, phrase, provision, sentence, or part of this
Ordinance or the application of the same to any person or circumstance shall for any reason be
adjudged invalid or held unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect,
impair, or invalidate this Ordinance as a whole or any part or provision hereof other than the part
declared to be invalid or unconstitutional; and the City Council of the City of El Lago, Texas,
declares that it would have passed each and every part of the same notwithstanding the omission
of any such part thus declared to be invalid or unconstitutional, whether there be one or more parts.

SECTION 8. THAT this Ordinance, and the reclassification granted hereby, shall become
effective upon the Applicant’s furnishing the City a copy of an owner’s policy of title insurance
showing title in the Property in the Applicant’s name, or in the name of an entity legally associated
with the Applicant.

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EXHIBIT A — PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS
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PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS
4445 NASA Parkway, El Lago, TX 77586

The Planned Unit Development Standards included herein are applied to the subject property by
authority of the Planning & Zoning commission and the City Council of the City of El Lago under
The City of El Lago Code of Ordinances Section 5.04(B) “Planned Unit Development (PUD)”. After
a properly posted public hearing, the Planning & Zoning Commission and City Council approve
the PUD standards below. The PUD standards included below will be made a part of the zoning
of the land contemplated by the PUD and will run with the land as long as the subject property is
zoned for this PUD.

Unless otherwise addressed below, any applicable development of zoning regulation of the City
of El Lago Code of Ordinances shall apply to the subject property. If a conflict exists between the
City of El Lago Code of Ordinances and the PUD standards below, the PUD standards will apply.
(1)  No building or land in this zone shall be used and no building shall thereafter be erected, moved or
altered except for one or more of the following uses, provided that such use shall not be
objectionable because of odor, excessive light, smoke, dust, noise, vibration or similar nuisances:

(a) Townhomes and condominiums.

(b) Hotels and motels.

(c) Churches.

(d) Office and professional buildings.

(e) Clinics and sanitariums except a criminal or mental institution.

(f) Veterinary hospitals and clinics where practice is limited to small household pets such as dogs
or cats. All animals are to be retained within the structure. No outside animal pens, runs,
kennels or holding areas shall be allowed.

(8) Nursing and convalescent homes.

(h) Retail food stores including bakeries, grocery stores, meat markets and frozen food lockers.

(i) Banks and savings and loan companies.

(i) Restaurants, including those serving alcoholic beverages as permitted by state law.

(k) Dancing or music academies or schools.

(1) Florist shops or greenhouses.

(m) Personal service establishments such as barbershops, beauty parlors, dry cleaning and tailor
shops, operated as wholly contained closed circuit dry cleaning establishments, dressmakers,
shoe repair, small appliance repair, bicycle repair, or similar businesses.

(n) Retail stores and other business supplying everyday shopping needs of the immediate
neighborhood. These are subject to the following conditions:

i. That it be wholly within an enclosed building;

ii. That yards not be used for display, sale or storage of merchandise or for the storage
of vehicles, equipment, containers or waste material; and

iii. That all merchandise be first hand and be sold at retail on the premises.

iv. That wares may be displayed on the sidewalk in front of their location and/or in their
parking lot limited to hours of normal operation, not before 8:00 a.m. or after 9:00
p.m. and any such display is limited to fifty (50) percent of the store front, not to
extend beyond ten (10) feet out from the front of the building.

(o) Boat and accessory sales and marine works.

(p) Pharmacies, opticians and similar health operations.
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(k) Where condominium or townhouse structures or buildings are siding or backing on residential
lots, a two-foot-wide dedicated easement shall be provided abutting the street or common
lot lines and an eight-foot screening device as defined herein, shall be constructed and
permanently maintained upon the easement.

(20)Condominiums.

The following special regulations apply to condominiums, which are in addition to those

regulations for this Planned Unit Development in its entirety.

(a) As used herein a condominium project is a real estate plan or project whereby four (4) or
more dwelling units in existing or proposed buildings or structures are offered or proposed to
be offered for sale to separate owners of single units in structures or multiple unit structures
with common elements.

(b) A condominium is a structure, which is one (1) of a series of dwelling units, each with a
dedicated kitchen and bath designed for single-family occupancy, where dwelling units, are
structurally connected or immediately adjacent to and abutting each other, which have
common elements and each individual dwelling is separately owned.

(c) An efficiency condominium is a condominium dwelling unit of not more than one (1) room in
addition to a dedicated kitchen and bath.

(d) Common elements include:

i. The land, whether leased or in fee simple, on which the building stands;

ii. The foundations, bearing walls and columns, roofs, halls, lobbies, stairways, and
entrances and exits or communication ways;

iii. The basements, flat roofs, yards and gardens, except as otherwise provided or
stipulated;

iv. The premises for the lodging of janitors or persons in charge of the building except as
otherwise provided or stipulated;

v. The compartments or installation of central services such as power, light, gas, cold
and hot water, refrigeration, central air and heating, reservoirs, water tanks and
pumps, swimming pools and the like;

vi. The elevators and shafts, garbage incinerators and in general all devices or
installations existing for common use; and

vii. All other elements of the building desirable for or rationally capable of common use
or necessary to the existence, upkeep or safety of the condominium regime, and any
other elements described in the declaration filed in pursuant to Section 7 of the Texas
Condominium Act.

(e) All condominium projects shall have direct access from one (1) dedicated, improved and
accessible drive having a paved width of not less than twenty-six (26) feet.

(f) Except as otherwise provided herein, the following setbacks shall apply to condominium
structures:

i. Waterfront — fifteen (15) feet;

ii. External property line — fifteen (15) feet;

iii. Front, Side, and ack (exclusive of {a) and (b)) — twenty (20) feet

iv. Other condominium or townhouse structures — twenty — five (25) feet.

(g) Within a condominium project there shall be at least twenty-five (25) feet of
separation or combined side yard between each condominium building.
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(21) Townhouses.
The following special regulations apply to condominiums, which are in addition to those regulations
for this Planned Unit Development in its entirety.

(a) As used herein a townhouse project is a real estate plan or project whereby two (2) or more
dwelling units in existing or proposed buildings or structures are offered or proposed to be
offered for sale to separate owners of single units in structures or multiple unit structures.

(b} A townhouse is a single-family dwelling unit structure, with a dedicated kitchen and bath,
having a common wall with one (1) or more adjoining dwelling unit structures and each
individua! dwelling unit is owned separately.

(c) An efficiency townhouse is a townhouse with a dwelling unit of not more than one (1) room
in addition to a dedicated kitchen and bath.

(d) All townhouses projects shall have direct access from one (1) dedicated improved and
accessible access street having a right-of-way width of not less than fifty (50) feet and a paved
street width of not less than twenty-six (26) feet centered in the right of way.

(e) Except as otherwise provided herein, the following setbacks shall apply to all townhouse
structures:

i. Waterfront - ten (10) feet.
ii. Front and Side — three (3) feet.

(f) Within the townhouse project there shall be at least twelve (12) feet of separation or
combined side yard between each townhouse building, with the twelve (12) feet being six (6)
feet of drainage easement between each townhouse bordered on both sides by a three (3)
foot side easement.

(8) Where townhouses structures or buildings are siding or backing on residential lots, a two-foot
side dedicated easement shall be provided abutting the street or common lot lines and an
eight-foot screening device, as defined herein, shall be constructed and permanently
maintained upon the easement.
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
